nia, in regular session assembled, that 
;he rates being charged by the South 
ern California Edison company for 
ileetric service are excessive and un 
ust^ having been fixed on a basis oj 
ibnormally high costs of operation, la 
bor, 
material and supplies, and are 
still being maintained despite a market 
and.considerable decline of such costs 
that proceedings should be institute! 
before the state railroad commission to 
bring about a reduction of such rates 
in the communities served by said com 
pany; that the various municipalities 
in the territory from which the mem 
borship of this association is drawn bt 
invited and urged to join such proceed 
ings and to contribute to a fund_to 
provide necessary _ legal, 
engineerinj 


and other assistance for the conduct o"

Finishing a season with a record for 


;he. handling of the Valencia crop that 
s superior, in-every way to-that of the 
mndling of. any other perishable pro- 
duct In the United States, the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange feels emin- 
ently satisfied with the results obtained, 
according to a statement made yester- 
day by Manager W. M.. Griswold of the 
jovina Fruit Exchange. 
, Covina shipped: 632 cars of the sum- 
mer 'fruit through the exchange, the 
;hree houses in the organization having 
>ractically closed the season this week. 
The Eiley house and Covina Orange 
Jrowers Association are finished, while 
the Covina Citrus Association has from 
eight to twelve cars to ship, 


Cooperation in fruit growing and 


marketing has been kept at its highest 
mint this summer, Mr. Griswold says. 
Phis fact, coupled with the important 
leature that a more intensive advertis- 
ng campaign has been waged, have 
mused the Valencias to go into tho 
market with a demand already created. 
'Sunkist" fruit advertising has been 
jushed to a greater extent than ever 
jefore, and all shippers and dealers 
agree that the advertising has had a 
;remendous effect on the market; 
"The buyers-in the east feel grateful 


for the. Sunkist advertising because it 
ias enabled them to sell a brand that 
is well known> and that the people 
have come to have a confidence in," 
said Mr.' > Griswold.

children of Charter Oak are at home 
after a remarkable journey-to England, 
France, Belgium and other points : on 
the continent. 
They have been away 


for eighteen mouths. 


The prosperity and comfort to be 


jsteen in America, and ^specially in, 
California, in comparison with condi- 
tions in Europe, are very striking to a 
returning traveller, Mr. Bowring said 
this week. In England there are great 
numbers of unemployed, he said. These 
are not actually suffering, because of 
the fact that the government is tak- 
ing 'care of them. When the war stop- 
ped~and English soldiers began pour- 
ing back into private lift, the govern- 
ment was obliged to establish a "dole" 
system, paying men a certain amount 
of money who were not able to get 
work. This system still is in practice, 
and is subject to much criticism, but 
seems the only way at the present 
time, Mr. Bowring says. 


In Franc.e Mr. Bowring said he found 


the people very pessimistic, and stilled 
filled with a great anger against the 
Germans. The question of a German 
indemnity and its collection is a sore 
point with the French, while the Eng- 
lish are more philosophical about it. 
In England there seems to be a feeling 
that "it is not how much the Germans 
should pay, but how much can they 
pay." It is recognized that they can 
never pay enough to begirt to replace 
the harm the war has done. 


The Bowrings visited the battlefields 


north of Paris, going down into Flan- 
ders. They were through the country 
of Soisson with its many small villages. 
Practically every village is just a heap 
of ruins that have been partially re- 
placed, Mr. Bowring says. Half a house 
has been recons.tructed in a hasty man- 
ner and people are getting along ?js 
best they can. They visited some of 
the cathedral cities of Belgium. Ypres, 
where are the ruins of the great cloth 
hall, is a town that is rebuilding after a 
fashion. Everywhere he saw the peas- 
ants busy with the crops, and the coun- 
try that \vns so many times fought 
over ,and churned up by shells is now 
under cultivation again. 
Those who 


saw it as the war left say that the 


ountry has made marvelous strides 


in recuperation so far as agriculture is 
concerned. 


The Bowrings 
spent 
considerable 


:ime in- the old home in Liverpool. Mr. 
Bowring says that the South African 
oranges are capturing a good market 
in England, as they are a fine orange, 
and come in the summer about the time 
of our Valencia.

I am grateful to the officials of the 


National Date Festival for the oppor- 
tunity to see one of the strangest sights 
to bo found in all America — the Itar- 
vesting and packing of the only date 
crop grown in the United States. 


With members of the Southern Cal- 


ifornia Association I went to the Coa- 
chella valley last week, that below- 
sea-level country in Eiverside county, 
said to be the only place in this country 
where good dates can bo grown. Here 
they have outclassed the product that 
comes from the Arabian desert, and 
the sto'ry of tho founding of this indus- 
try is a desert romance that surpasses 
anything that w,e have in the records 
of California. 
They 
have produced 


date plantations at Indio, Mecca and 
Coachella that are netting their owners 
from $1700 to $2000 per acre, and no 
bearing lands can be bought for less 
than $8,000 per acre, with almost none 
of if for sale.; A very few' transactions 
have been" made in bearing1 land. " 


I have in mind the reclamation of the 


Covina valley desert, from tho 'time it 
was comparatively : worthless land tint 
til today there are many orchards that 
are valued at $5,000 per acre. 
This 


has' come about in a period of twenty- 
five years. But in the Coachella val- 
ley. there are plantations that in fifteen 
years have 'risen .-from nothing to $8,- 
000 per acre. The finest dates that tho 
world .produces are produced in this 
limited valley.^ 
, 


The National' Date Festival made 'its 


bow -to the public • this year for the 
first time. Date palms do not bear un- 
til about seven years old, and there- 
fore, the country has had few bearing 
trees until this year. But this year 
they.. harvested 170,000. pounds of dates 
that brought in the market all the way 
from 35 cents for culls to $1.25 the 
pound. Tbere are. 8,000 acres planted 
and -in process of reaching bearing age. 
"Female" trees produce about thirty 


offshoots up until the time they begin 
to bear. It is these offshoots that are 
planted and grow into 
date 
palms. 


They plant fifty palms to the 
acre, 


among which are a few "male" trees 
for the purpose of pollenization. 


There are several packinghouses est- 


ablished in the valley. When the dates 
are/ received thejr 'are fumigated. Some, 
varieties ;are subjected tp,a temperature 
of; 110 degrees "aftSer furSig_ation, while 
other varieties 'are' ••placed'- in a process 
of partial dehydration because of con- 
taining more moisture than other var- 
ieties.5 -The- dates: are; again fumigated 
and subjected to a temperature of 160 
degrees, which greatly improves 
the 


quality. 


The United States; government is in- 


tensely interested5 in , /the date planta- 
tions. AS a matter of fact it was the 
government that fostered and started 
the industry,' thus reclaiming an enor-; 
mous acreage of sand dunes. The gov- 
ernment officials are .present in tae

GOVINA IP VISIT 


HENilfll

Do you wish to know just whaf^and 


where Juvenile hall is t We did and 
so got a card from. Mrs. Mary M. 
Coman that let us in to see and learn. 


First, you will .want to know that 


Juvenile hall is the exclusive care of 
the county probation committee, seven 
in number, appointed by the county 
supervisors to serve without.salary, and 
Mrs. Coman is the chairman. This com- 
mittee can well be proud of its work, 
for it bears close inspection, which can- 
not be said of all county.work. 


Juvenile hall is on Mission road, half 


way between Lincoln park and tho 
county hospital. There are four'build^ 
ings, and ground room for one more. 
They have a large court for boys, and 
a smaller yard for the little children, 
to Dlay in. Everything is clean, whole- 
some, and as homelike as it is possible 
.for a place. to be that shelters about 
two hundred persons. 


The children are divided into groups 


that are not allowed to mingle at all 
for fear of contagious" diseases, and 
other troubles. There is first those chil- 
dren having no contagion. Then littld 
children diseased through no fault of 
their own but of parents, or other older 
persons. 
Then older girls, then boys 


up to sixteen. , 


IN WABD OF BOYS; 


Ea'ch boy haa a bed and room to 


himself, and a watchman passes down 
the hall every hour of the night. The 
girls have the same, with a matron on 
duty. Girls not being so-.rough. hav'« 
pillows, and are making dresser scarfs 
and curtains 'for tho windows. 
Thfl 


girls are taught cooking, house clean- 
ing and sewing. They make their own 
clothing. Four teachers are employed. 
They have a well equipped hospital and 
four graduate nurses thiere all the time. 
A regular physician and a dentist ara 
there when needed. Temporary work 
is done on the children's teeth. Usual- 
ly the children come there in a badly 
under-nurished condition if not really 
sick. Because it requires so many egga 
to build up such children the hall has 
a big poultry yard of its own. 


They have a branch county library, 


and boys and girls can s-ead in their 
rooms until nine. There is a pleasant 
assembly-room f6T Sunday school and 
other services as well as entertainments. 


The children in Juvenile hall are 


mostly brought there by the police or 
probation officers, but not all. All kinds 
and conditions of children are brought. 
Some are little ones without parent^ 
because of death or desertion; some are 
little ones diseased because of neglect, 
or other sins of older persons; some are 
defactive mentally; some just unman- 
ageable; some are children of criminal 
tendencies. 
When a child first comes it is bathed 


and put into clean clothing. A physical 
examination is made to detect disease 
and also a mental test to determine its 
mental capacity. In this way they can

know just what care is needed for each 
particular child. The county has about 
6,000 children under its care, who are 
not living with their parents. A large 
proportion 
of these 
children 
pass 


through Juvenile hall, and many stay 
under the care of the probation com- 
mittee a long time. The staff of Juven- 
ile hall is twenty-seven in number, all 
under civil service. 


WORK FOB WOMEN. 


About eighteen years ago women suc- 


ceeded in getting a separate place for 
children. It was only tho old jail build- 
ing, where the hall of 
records now 


stands, a miserable, unsanitary place. 
They called it the 
detention 
home. 


About a dozen years ago th» place on 
Mission road was secured. There was 
only one building, with plenty of fresh 
air and light. The name was changed 
to Juvenile hall. A hospital was fitted 
up and doctor's care given. In 1919, 
the hospital was enlarged, a small build- 
ing put up for a school for the younger 
children, and the home for older girls, 
called El Betiro, opened in San Fer- 
nando. In 1920 the nursery was built 
to separate these littlo children, having 
a contagious disease. This year, with 
a beautiful now dormitory building of 
30 rooms, they are for the first time 
able to give eaeh older child a separate1 
room. 
We are told that in the first years it) 


>waa nearly impossible to secure the ser* 
vices of the right kind of women. Nona 
offered but the professional jail and 
public institution kind. 
Gradually, a 


jroup of college-bred women of the fin- 
jst type, sympathetic and understand- 
ing, became interested. It is their work 
and care that haa brought the hall to 
its present state of efficiency. 
The 


young woman who showed us about was 
called a "volunteer." Curious, wo ask- 
ed Mrs. Coman. "Oh, a volunteer is a 
college woman of means who gives her 
service for the c-xperience and know- 
ledgo sho gains." 


We have not told you of the court 


room where we-listened to two hearings, 
one that of a boy only three and a 
half years old, but that must be an- 
other story.

nations on account of past wars and in 
maintaining extensive naval and mili- 
tary establishments, the great signifi- 
cance of the termination of the labors 
of the conference in its influence upon 
the future moral and economic welfare 
of the world can be fully comprehend- 
ed. 


If there can be agreement among the 


nations to lessen the appalling burdens 
of armament and if they can be there- 
by brought into closer friendly rela- 
tionship and better understanding in 
order to mitigate the possibilities of 
future wars, then the burdens of taxa- 
tion will rest more lightly upon the 
shoulders of enterprise and the increas- 
ed productive effort of 'the people will 
add substantially to the present wealth. 


The success of the conference will be 
determined, in, no small measure, by the 
pressure of public opinion. It is im- 
portant that the utmost moral support 
should be extended to the president and 
those associated with him.

BOOST FOR GREATER COVINA 


Bringing with him a me&sage of prac- 


licnl optimism, in which he states that 
Business throughout the United States 
•i iid Canada is undergoing a stiffening 
influence that is very noticeable, G. 
Harold Powell, general. manager 
of 


the California Fruit Growers Exchange, 
lias returned from two months spent in 
the eastern part of the country a*d 
in Canada. 
, 


Mr. Powell, -with the heads of several 


departments of the exchange, visited 
every manufacturing and agricultural 
production center of this country and 
Canada. During the tour he attended 
six divisional conventions of the agents 
for the Southern California citrus grow- 
ers, and through these agencies he felt 
the pulse of the nation's business. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Powell: 


Prewar conditions are gradually be- 


ing restored. 


The unemployment situation has ac- 


quired a healthier complexion. 


A renewal of activities is evident, in 


many industries, while other industries, 
though they seemed to be paralyzed, 
are steadily recuperating. 


BUSINESS IMPROVES. 


'' We had a good~opportunity for see- 


ing 
business 
and 
other 
conditions 


throughout tho country," Mr. Powell 
said. "On the whole, business condi- 
tions are better today than they were 
three months ago. 
The restoration of 


normal relations is seen both in the 
prices of primary farm products, af- 
fecting 40 per cent of the people, and 
in the cases of manufactured goods and 
transportation. 


"The 
whole situation is somewhat 


clogged by the high cost of transporta- 
tion. 
This is why millions of people 


have been out of work. There is evi- 
dence on every hand of a gradual re- 
adjustment toward prewar conditions. 
This is seen in the increased payment 
of loans by borrowers, the more normal 
maintenance of savings accounts, the 
great increase in building permits and 
tho gradual tendency toward the build- 
ing of new plants and homes. 


"The unemployed question is not so 


serious now as it was sixty days ago 
because the factories 
are 
employing 


more, men and those that have been 
closed are now resuming operations on 
part time. 


ACTIVITY RENEWED. 


"There is a renewal of activity in 


all the lumbering operations, in the 
woolen and cotton industries, the shoe 
business, furniture manufacturing and 
the slight gains made in the iron and 
steel business during August have been 
maintained and are increasing. 


"A great depression is evident in the 


metal mining districts, those parts of 
the country where steel products are 
manufactured, and quite generally in 
the produce centers of staple crops. 


"The fruit and vegetable industries 


have enjoyed a prosperous year... Tho 
country'is beginning to travel-toward 
recovery and the buying power of the 
public: will be at least as. good and 
probably somewhat better than >t has 
been during the present year. ...j 


"A marked increase of activity is 


noticeable- throughout the cotton states 
on account of the advance in prices 
flue to the short crops. 


BRIGHT SPOT HERE. 


"But the brightest spot on the map 


is California, particularly the southern 
section of the state. 
California has 


marketed several horticultural crops 
successfully in the face of a breakdown 
in the manufacturing of machine pro- 
ducts. 


"The citrus industry has ample rea- 


sons for looking forward to a success- 
ful year. The industry has been inquir- 
ed into by bankers and business men 
of all kinds in all parts of the nation. 
There are two reasons indicating wa 
are to have a successful market for 
tho coming crops. 


"The first reason is this: 
Through 


cumulative and effective advertising the 
consumers have become friendly toward 
the citrus industry and are willing to 
pay good prices for good products of 
a healthful and wholesome nature. Ad- 
vertising always pays if well directed. 


"The second reason is: 
The citrus 


fruit crop is distributed as a wholesale 
trade in markets where it is to be' con- 
sumed, the original distribution having 
been financed by the 15,000 citrus grow- 
ers. 


"No 
important 
agricultural 
crop, 


that had to depend on speculative buy- 
ing, 
has been a success on the market 


in 1921. 
The bunkers would not take 


the risk on speculative buying. 
The 


trade purchases its fruit for daily re- 
quirements—not on a speculative basis. 
Where the trade had to buy speculative 
futures the industry has suffered be- 
cause this channel of distribution has 
been clogged. 


"California has a large crop of citrus 


fruits to market in the coming year and 
the growers will increase the efficiency 
of their sales agencies through their 
co-operative advertising to the public, 
'through their care and handling and 
grading of the fruit so as to have stan- 
dard grades on hand. 


"Unless the buying conditions be- 


come much worse than they promise to 
be, the California fruit growers can 
look forward with confidence to the 
marketing of their fruit in the coming 
year."
